MARCONI AUTO ALARM, 

Over 200 British ships are now being fitted 
with the new Marconi auto alarm apparatus, 
which is the latest application of wireless to 
the safety of life at sea. By means. of this 
installation ships can be “rung up” when 
the wireless operator is off duty by any 
other ship in the vicinity needing assistance. 
This is effected by means of a special ap- 
paratus, which, on receiving the “ alarm 
signal,” sets bells ringing in various parts 
of the ship. The ‘alarm signal ” consists 
of a series of 12 dashes sent in one minute, 
the duration of each dash being four seconds, 
with a one second interval between each, and 
the alarm operates on the termination of the 
third consecutive dash received. When the 
vessel in distress has thus attracted the at- 
tention of all ships in the vicinity, the dis- 
tress call and message is sent out. The 
apparatus is being Bá by the Marconi 
International Marine Company.

A Fateful Issue. 


Last week Mr. Thomas Johnson and 
Captain Redmond contrived a political 
coup. If it had succeeded, Mr. Johnson 
would have formed a Government ; 
Captain Redmond would have received 
a portfolio; the votes of Mr. de Valera’s 
party would have kept them in office 
until the next general election. The 
coup failed, and now the two politicians 
are engaged in sorry efforts to mitigate 
their blunder. Mr. Johnson declares that 
the Labour Party will not support Mr. de 
Valera’s prétensions to the Presidency of 
the Executive Council. Captain Redmond 
has discovered that his party never pro- 
posed to go into permanent opposition to 
Mr. Cosgrave’s Government. The fact 
remains, however, that, if their plan had 
not miscarried, they would have installed 
Mr. de Valera, for some weeks or months, 
as the virtual ruler of the Free State. 
Their minority Government would have 
been at the mercy of his forty-four votes, 
and any man who supposes that he would 
not have exacted the full price of his 
support is a fool. The danger was averted 
for the moment, but again exists. To- 
day two by-elections will be decided in the 
County and City of Dublin. If the 
Government wins both of them, it will 
have a majority in Dáil ireann. when 
that House reassembles on the 11th 
October; but, if it loses either seat, Mr. 
Cosgrave will resign office immediately. 
The monstrous combination of Labour, 
National League (the ex-Service men’s 
party) and Fianna Fáil will take charge 
of national affairs and will make every 
effort to postpone a general election. 

Mr. de Valera has announced his policy 
in two speeches. If Fianna Fáil comes 


| Into power—and the capture of one seat 


to-day would put it in power—“ the first 
item on its programme will be the deletion 
of the oath of allegiance from the Free 
State Constitution.”” Furthermore, the 
financial settlement with Great Britain 
“will have to be. opened.” These two 
statements form a declaration“ of war 
against the Anglo-Irish Treaty and the 
British Government. Already British 
signatories to the Treaty have proclaimed 
that the oath is of the essence of the 
Treaty and must be respected at any cost, 
Not less final and irrevocable is the finan- 
cial settlement which has been sealed 
solemnly by the agreement of two honour- 
able Governments. War with England 
naturally includes war with Northern 
Ireland, and, if the leader has kept an 
electioneering silence on this point, his 
chief lieutenant, Mr. Frank Aiken, has 
been entirely candid. Of course the war 
which they contemplate would submerge ajl 
questions of domestic policy in a general 
chaos, but Mr. de Valera asks the country 
to believe that, torn with ‘political dis- 
sensions and expelled from the world’s 
money markets, it stil] could pursue the 
tasks of internal progress. He promises a 
drastic economy of public expenditure and 
a large reduction of official salaries. This 
man, whose vain and insensate violence 
has piled millions of debt upon the State, 
has the impudence to use the taxpayers’ 
burdens as a plea for office. He em- 
bellishes his programme with the threat of 
a system of rigid protection which, by 
annihilating agricultural exports, ‘ would 
complete the nation’s ruin. During the 
‘ast five years Mr. de Valera has learned 
nothing, and has forgotten’ nothing—sa 
the obligations of. an oath. |

The execution in Boston Jail of Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vaunzetti closes an 
episode that must be unique in the history 
of criminal law. These two men, one a 
factory worker and the other a fish porter, 
were sentenced to death in July, 1921, on 
a charge that they were implicated in a 
highway robbery in which two men had 
lost their lives. Both men were known to 
be Communists, .and their trial took place 


paign against Bolshevism in the United 
States. They both produced plausible 
alibis; but, apparently, the evidence was’ 
strongly against them, and all the efforts 
of their friends failed to secure their 
acquittal. The processes of the law in the 
United States, however, are such that the 
execution of the sentences of death was. 
postponed for more than»six years. Every 
possible device was tried. The Com- 
munists of America spared no pains and 
no money in their attempts to frustrate 
the decision of Judge Thayer, who 
originally condemned the two men, and 
repeated applications were made for a 
new: trial. 
features of thé case, from a European 
point of view, was the fact that these 
applications, always were heard by Judge 
Thayer himself, who, naturally enough, 
consistently refused to consider them. 
The wretched couple in the meanwhile 
languished in jail, until finally, four 
months ago, the Governor of Massa- 
chusetts undertook to review the whole 
case. He had the assistance of three 
assessors, including the President of 
Harvard University, but when he had 
gone through the evidence he announced 
that the law must take its course. Since 
this decision the most vehement campaign 
has been waged, not only in the United 
States, but throughout the world. Outrages 
were committed in many cities. Bombs 
were thrown, not only in New York, but 
in London, and the Communists of the 
world did everything in their power to 
intimidate the Government of the United 
States. In the circumstances, the Ameri- 
can authorities hardened their hearts. No 
Government worthy of the name could 
surrender to such a campaign of violence 
and threats, and the unhappy Sacco and 
Vanzetti now have paid for their friends’ } 
most dastardly conduct. We must con- 
fess that, while we have no sympathy 
with any sort of crime, we cannot under- 
stand the legal system under which such 
a situation was allowed to arise. The 
postponement of an execution for six years 
was, a refinement of cruelty which is 
repugnant to the spirit of justice. It 
could not happen under the criminal law 
of England or the Irish Free State; 
indeed, few civilised countries would 
tolerate such an exhibition of legal in- 
efficiency. The whole business

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The Vatican Library. 


The news that, with the aid of a large 
sum of money from the Carnegie Peace 
Foundation, a new general catalogue of 
the Vatican Library is to be prepared, 
will be hailed by scholars with the utmost 
satisfaction. Nicholas V., who established 
the Library in the fifteenth century, sent 
messengers into every part of Europe to 
gather from the. monasteries, or wherever 
else they might be found, the priceless 
manuscripts with which it is now enriched, 
adding them to the libraries of the Lateran 
and the former Papal Court of Avignon. 
Everyone of his successors contributed 
something to the original nucleus, and 
important private collections have been 
given to the Vatican at frequent intervals, 
until now the Library stands unique. It 
contains 600,000 printed books, but is 
famous chiefly for its manuscripts—some 
40,000 in Greek, Latin and Oriental 
languages. Scholars hitherto have found 
great difficulty in utilising these treasures 
to the full. A great library without an 
adequate catalogue, constantly brought up 
to date, loses three-fourths of its value. 
Nobady recognises this fact more clearly 
than Pope. Pius-sXI., -who, as Cardinal 
Ratti, was Prefect of the Library, and has 
continued to take a special interest in it. 
He has decided to construct new premises, 
in which some of the collections may be 
housed more suitably for the convenience 
of readers. The catalogue, intended to be 
on an elaborate scale, will be a herculean 
task, and will, of cours@ occupy a long 
time, In future years, however, its growth 
will, no doubt,. have an appreciable effect 
in broadening the field of ‘historical. re-

OBITUARY. 
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,CAPTAIN WILBERFORCE-BELL. 


Captain Harold Wilberferce-Bell, Militar 
Knight of Windsor, died at Lower Ward, 
Windsor Castle, on Monday night. Born in 
danuary, 1849, Captain Wilberforce-Bell en- 
listed in the 15th (the King’s) Hussars in 
1869, and saw service in the second Afghan 
war of 1878. He was in General Sir Donald 
Stewart’s personal escort, and rode on his 
left side through the city of Kandahar. He 
also saw. service in the first Boer War in 
1881. Captain Wilberforce-Bell won the 
sword presented by General Sir F. P. Haines 
for the best shot in the Royal.

Madeiros, Sacco and Vanzetti were elec- 
trocuted in Charlestown Prison, Boston, 
a few minutes after midnight on Monday. 

Nicola Sacco and Bartolemeo Vanzetti 
had been found guilty nearly seven years 
ago of the murder of a paymaster at 
Braintree, and the delay in the exécution 
was due largely to the efforts of the 
counsel for the defence, who exhausted all 
possible legal machinery in an endeavour 
to secure a re-trial and an acquittal. 

Celestino Madeiros, the Portuguese, had 
been sentenced to death for the murder 
of a bank cashier, but his execution had 
been postponed, as he would have been a 
necessary witness in the event of the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case being re-opened. 

Signorina Vanzetti, who came . from 
Italy to be near her brother duriny his 
last days, and Signora Sacco, who had 
been constant in attention upon her 
husband, spent the night in an apartment 
near the prison, and were notified of the 
execution a few minutes after it had 
taken place. Signorina Madeiros also was 
notified of her brother’s death soon after 
the execution. 

The accused men refused to the last to 
accept the ministrations of the prison 
priest. : 

Mr. Musmanno, Sacco aid Vanzetti's 
lawyer, went from the State House to the 
prison and entered the Warden’s office at. 
11.15 p.m. He asked the Warden if he 
might see the condemned men, but the 
latter refused the request. Asked what 
he wished to say to Sacco and Vanzeétti, 
Mr. Musmanno replied, according to 
Reuter’s Correspondent :—‘‘I wanted to 
tell them there is more mercy in their 
hearts than in the hearts of many who 
profess orthodox religion. I wanted to 
tell them I knew of their innocence, and 
that all the electric chairs and gallows in 
the world could not change this know- 
ledge.. I wanted to say to them that they. 
are two of the kindest, tenderest men I 
ever met, and that they love their fellow- 
men with a sincerity which. is apparent 
to all.”

DISTURBANCE IN CHICAGO.

Boston itself took on the aspect of a 
town under military occupation, with an 
unprecedented concentration of armed 
police on foot, with bicycles, on horseback, 
and in motor cars. 

\ thousand people gathered on the 
Common during the afternoon, and the 
police were kept busy arresting ring- 
leaders, overt 150 of whom were appre- 
hended. There was, however, no violence, 
“gs the demonstrators dispersed at night- 
fall. 

Several mass meetings were held in New 
York, but the city remained calm. The 
Police precautions will probably be main- 
tained for a-few days until the danger of 
further trouble is reasonably unlikely. 

With the exception of Chicago, where 
the police had to come into action against 
demonstrators, there was no trouble in the 
rest of the country.

The expected demonstrations oí protest 
against the execution of Sacco and Van- 
zetti began at eight o'clock this evening. 
The police were present in full force, and 
every precaution was taken to prevent the 
demonstrators from gathering or from 
forming a procession. A _ particularly 
strong detachment of police was stationed 
at the United States Embassy. 

At 9.45 traffic was virtually held up on 
the Boulevards: The. police decided, 
therefore, to make the crowds move on. 

At the corner of the Faubourg Mont- 
martre and the Grand Boulevard the 
demonstrators invaded the neighbouring 
cafés, and, seizing- saucers and glasses, 
used them as missiles. 

The police charged repeatedly; and 
quickly. succeeded in clearing the Boule- 
vards. Several rioters, as well as police- 
men, suffered injuries. 

Various other disturbances occurred. 
At the Porte St. Denis the police charged, 
truncheons in hand, ‘the demonstrators 
retaliating with knives and walking sticks. 
Three policemen and a police inspector 
were removed to hospital. 

A force of mounted Republican Guards 
drew cordons across the. streets: The 
police drove back the demonstrators by a 
succession of charges. ' : 

At 10.15 p.m. a number of scuffles took. 
place. The demonstrators, three thousand 
strong, pulled up small trées and shattered 
the windows of the shop fronts. 

Rioters‘ who had been driven back on 
the Avenue Wilson came down by the 
Place de l’Etoile and ‘the Avenue des 
Champs Elysées, cutting off some of the 
customers in. cafés and breaking the 
windows. 

At the corner of the Rue Reamur the 
demonstrators looted..a bootshop, a hat 
shop and other premises. They formed a 
barricade with vehicles. | 

The police then charged to clear the 
street. 

A little later there were similar scenes 
in the same neighbourhood. The rioters 
broke the windows of a large restaurant 
and various shops. Into these. the crowd 
then poured ransacking in a moment 
hosiers’, stationers’ and bootmakers’ estab- 
lishments. ¥ ' 

At 10.30 no incident had been reported 
outside the United States Embassy.

THE RIOTING IN 
GENEVA. 


ONE KILLED AND 14 
INJURED.

GENEVA, Tuesday:*« 


One person was killed and 14 wers 
injured in a rioting which occurred here 
last night after a demonstration against 
the execution of Sacco and Vanzetti. It 
is estimated that the total damage amounts 
to about £4,000. The building of the 
League Secretariat was stoned, and damage 
to the extent of £500. was caused to the 
glass hall where the League Council 
usually sits, and to the library. 

To-day the Swiss Federal Council and 
the Geneva authorities sent representatives 
to express their apologies to the Secretary- 
General of the League. 

The town was quiet to-day, but as soon 
as the news of the execution reached 
Geneva a crowd began to assemble near 
the United States Consulate, which is 
strongly guarded- by police. Strict 
measures have been taken by the authori- 
ties for the maintenance of order, and 
instructions have been given for the 
immediate mobilisation, in case of need, of 
three battalions of infantry. 

The local Socialist Party to-day ex- 
pressed its disapproval of last night’s 
demonstrations, in which it took no part. 

The rioting last night continued until a 
late hour. A crowd of about 500 anarchists 
and Communists, led by some agitators 
who came from outside the city, attacked 
the United States Consulate, where several 
windows ‘were broken. The mob broke the 
windows of two shops selling American 
goods, of four cinemas where American 
films were on view, of a garage and of a 
bar which bears the name of ‘Bar 
Americain.’’ Stones were thrown at the 
windows of the International Club and of 
a hotel, in addition to the League build- 


private motor cars which were in the 
streets. 

An infuriated crowd stormed a police 
station, and there was some revolver shoot 
ing, in which one of the rioters was killed. 
The police, several of whom were injured 
during the various scuffles, arrested 15 
youfig men, the majority of whom were 
foreigners. i

MACHINE WRECKED 
WHEN STARTING. 


Early yesterday morning a small aero- 
plane, the engine of which worked with 
little more noise than a single cylinder 
motor cycle, sped across the turf at 
Lympne Aerodrome, near Folkestone. It 
was starting for Bucharest, a non-stop hop 
of just one thousand miles, but in less 
than a minute it lay with its nose buried 
in the ground, with the propellor smashed, 
silver peak crumpled, and back broken, 
twenty yards from the aerodrome gates. 

The young pilot, Flying Officer Ragg, 
stepped out unhurt, and remarked: “Well, 
that is the end of the Hawker Cygnet.”’ 

The aeroplane had taken off at 5.15 a.m., 
but as it rose slowly it hit the telegraph 
wires and came down with a crash. 
Attendants raced to the machine, and a 
colleague hastened to the pilot and con- 
gratulated him on his escape. 

It is thought. that the weight of the 
petrol was too much for the aeroplane.

: CAIRO, Tuesday. 
Zaghlul Pasha died here to-night. He 
had a relapse to-day following a sleepless 
night, and his temperature was 104 


degrees. 


Whatever may be the eventual verdict 
of history on the part played by Zaghlul 
‘Pasha in the affairs of his country, it 
will undoubtedly single him out as by far 
the most remarkable personality that 
modern Egypt has produced, says The 
Times. 


HIS EARLY DAYS. 

He was born some seventy years ago at 
Biana, in a remote part of the Delta, 
where he lived the simple life of his 
Fellah parents before entering the great 
Mahomedan University of Al Azbar. There 
he met Sheikh Gamal. Eddin el Afghani, 
the first Pan-Islamic agitator of the 19th 
Century, something of a religious reformer, 
and very much of a revolutionary, who 
had been expelled by a series of Govern- 
ments on account of his subversive teach- 
ing. “ 

Successive episodes in Zaghlul Pasha’s 
subsequent career plainly showed what an 
impression this early association left upon 
his character. He was still quite young 
when the ruin brought by the Khedive 
Ismail on his country engendered the first 
Nationalist movement in Egypt, originally 
directed against the dynasty and ruling 
Turkish caste, though it subsequently be- 
came anti-European. 

He joined in the rebellion of Arabi 
Pasha in 1882, and he was arrested’ and 
taken to Kasr-el-Nil Barracks, when the 
British Army occupied Cairo; but he was 
soon released and began to practise as a 
barrister. 

BRITISH CONTROL. 

His eloquence and intelligence gained 
him a reputation in the native courts, and 
in 1893 he rose to be a counsellor of the 
Court of Appeal. Like a good many other 
of Arabi’s followers, he realised the 
benefits of British control, in not only 
restoring order and prosperity, but im- 
porting new ideas of national and social 
advancement. 

In the meantime, like many of his con- 
temporaries, he became attracted to the 
salon held at that period by that brilliant 
and enlightened woman, the late Princess 
Nazli, and it was through her that he was 
brought to the notice of Mustapha Fahmy 
Pasha (Prime Minister from 1895 to 1908), 
whose daughter, herself a cultured lady 
of strong character, he married in 1896. 

He was also much under the influence 
of Sheikh Mohamed Abdu, another con- 
1882, whom Lord 
Cromer held in particular esteem, and it 
was he who first drew the lord’s atten- 
tion to Zaghlul as one of the most pro- 
mising adepts of a new school of Egyptian 
reformers, ready to work hand in hand 
with England for the betterment of their 
country. ' 


LORD CROMER’S OPINION. 
- Zaghtul’s sudden appointment in 1906 
to be Minister of Education took the 
public by surprise, but he soon won 
golden opinions. He was clearly a coming 
leader, and Lord Cromer, in his farewell 
speech at Cairo in 1907, said of him :— 


** Unless I am much mistaken, a career of 
great public usefulness lies before the present, 
Minister of Education, Saad Zaghlul Pasha. 
He possesses all the qualities necessary to 
serve his country. He is honest, he is 
capable, he has the courage of his convie- 
tions, he has been abused by many of the 
less worthy of his own countrymen. These 
are high qualifications. He should go far.’’ 

He did; but not in the direction which 
Lord Cromer anticipated. Like other great 
orators he was often carried away by his 
own rhetoric, and his vanity led him to 
make too much both of the enthusiasm of 
his friends, and of the taunts of his critics. 

MEGALOMANIA. 

Temperamentally he was far more fitted 
for the militant leadership-of a popular move- 
ment than for the handling of a delicate 
political situation, or the conduct of diplo- 
matic negotiations. 

In his last years, success seems to have 
turned his head. His patriotism, however 
real, became strongly tinged with megalo- 
mania, and his policy was increasingly shaped 
by the desire to satisfy personal animosities. 


Zaghlul lacked the broad vision of genuine 
statesmanship, and he conspicuously failed 
to seize the opportunity which circumstances 
and the unique hold he hr acquired over 
his fellow-countrymen offered him more than 
once, to establish an assured basis of friendly 
relations between his country and Great 
Britain. 

But one cannot refuse a tribute of ad- 
miration to the courage with which he chal- 
lenged all the forces arrayed against him, 
and carried the majority of his people with 
him in pursuing the full and definite recog- 
nition, by a Power firmly entrenched for 
forty years in Egypt, of an independence 
which -his country never possessed since the 
Persian conquest 2,500 years ago. 

From being a mere humble fellah, he rose 
to be the leader of a nation -vhich had only 
recently awakened to any strong sense of 
nationhood. That was in itself a remarkable 
achievement.

A SERVICE TO THE 
-EMPIRE. 


—— 


In a leading article The Times observes :— 
The return oí the Prime Minister from 
Canada to-day brings to a close a visit which, 
by general consent, has been a signal success. 
In the three weeks which he has spent among 
the Canadians Mr. Baldwin has been able to 
render services to the Empire much more far- 
reaching than the social and festive nature 
of the engagements which have filled his 
days might suggest to the casual onlooker. 
It was primarily a friendly thought that made 
Mr. Baldwin decide to spend his own 
sixtieth birthday with a people who were 
busy keeping their collective sixtieth birth- 
day as a nation, but it soon became clear 
that both celebrants had much to say to each 
other beyond mutual wishes for many happy 
returns. : 

Ceremonial politeness, indeed, has played 
its part, and Mr. Baldwin returns with some 
of the choicest honours of the Dominion. But 
formal ceremony counts for less in the public 
life of the ‘new’ world than it still does in 
that of the old, and the chief business of 
his visit has lain in an exchange of views. 
In the speeches he has delivered in the 
various provinces he has dealt with many 
topics, and has shown himself keenly in- 
terested in the very different problems they 
present. Everyone must join in his own re- 
gret that the particularly British province of 
British Columbia had in the end to be left 
unvisited. There is no place where he would 
have been more eagerly welcomed, or where 
even his party affiliations would have been 
more generally accounted to him for righteous- 
ness. But he has made a wide survey of a 
great Dominion, and though the sacrifice of 
rest has been considerable for a man so 
heavily burdened with work, it may be hoped 
that what he brought away with him in the 
way of mental stimulus will more than offset 
the loss of holiday.

EXECUTIONS.

LONDON PRESS COMMENTS. 


The following comments on the execution 
of Sacco and Vansetti appear in the London 
morning papers :— 

Daily Telegraph :—Nothing like the in- 
ternational agitation over the fate of these 
two prisoners has been seen since the con- 
demnation of Dreyfus thirty years ago. But 
in reality the points of resemblance are few, 
and the outstanding fact about the violent 
demonstrations of the past féw weeks is that 
they have been the. work of revolutionary 
elements, whose championship signified little 
more than a determination to make martyrs 
of the accused, and to seize the pretext for 
heaping new. denunciations upon the social 
forces opposed to them. The published 
accounts of the moral suffering undergone by 
the prisoners have constituted by far the 
most distressing aspect of the case. Now 
that they are at an end, the pronouncing of 
judgment upon that matter also is best left 
to the great nation whose honour is involved. 
It appears likely to be given with no uncer- 
tain voice. 


THE LAW IN AMERICA. 

Daily Chronicle :—We do not ourselves 
pronounce any opinion as to the guilt or 
mnocence of these men. If they were inno- 
cent, have there not been miscarriages of 
justice in Britain too? .We agree no case 
could thus have been carried on year after 
year in this country, nor could the double 

nalty of prolonged imprisonment and death 
vine been inflicted; but we are not qualified 
to look at this civic, question in the American 
way. For us, with a history which is 
stamped by such incidents as the Great 
Charter, the Petition of Rights and the 
Habeas Corpus Act, the undeviating process 
of law is the most sacred possession of our 
citizenship. For Americans the law, perhaps, 
is-a more rough and ready means to an end, 
and, anyway, Sacco and Vanzetti were 
anarchists. 


INDEPENDENCE OF WORLD 
OPINION, 

Daily News :—It is not easy to say any- 
thing of much use on the grim scenes in 
which America has vindicated her indepen- 
dence of world opinion in the. Boston death 
house. To a foreigner it seems so very clear, 
that if the guilt of Sacco and Vanzetti had 
been far more clearfy established than it was, 
the long drawn out agony of their prosecu- 
tion was an outrage on humanity. It is only 
fair to say that to hundreds of thousands ol 
Americans ‘it seemed so also. If it is true, 
as we think it is, that in no other country 
claiming to be civilised would these sentences 
have been carried out, it is also true that in 
no other country could the protest of the 
minority have been urged with more pas- 
sionate vigour and persistence. 


DOUBTFUL. BOONS. 

Morning Post :—It is the irony of fate 
that a procedure, which is eag | from 
humanitarian motives, and from a determ!- 
nation that no innéifent man should suffer 
capital punishment, can be converted into a 
slow method of torture. Sacco and Van- 
zetti have to thank their supporters in the 
United States and all over the world for two 
very doubtful boons. On the one hand, they 
have prolonged by their ingenuity the 
wretched men’s agony for over six years. On 
the other hand, they made resort to clemency 
almost impossible, by turning the affair into 
a case of justice against mob law. Bombs 
and threats of outrages, riots in various 
countries, utterly unconnected alike with the 
condemned men and American justice, have 
effectually prevented any revision of the sen- 
tence, which six years of waiting might have 
justified, 


MR. HAMILTON’S FLIGHT 
TO AMERICA. 


START TO BE MADE FROM 
ENGLAND. 


Keen disappointment was felt yesterday in 
Dublin when it was learned that Mr. Leslie 
Hamilton had deceided to make the start of 
the trans-Atlantic flight from Upavon Aero- 
drome, instead of from Baldonnel Aerodrome, 
Dublin, as he had at first intended. 

The reason is that there is a two-mile run 
available at Upavon aerodrome, which is 
essential for a successful “take-off” by a 
heavily laden’ machine. . Mr. Hamilton and 
Colunel Minchin will, however, pass over 
Ireland, entering over the Wicklow coast and 
leaving near the estuary of the Shannon. 

Mr. Hamilton, it is understood, hopes ,to 
get off to-day or to-morrow. 

All arrangements had been completed for 
his start at Baldonnel, and a special runway 
slip device had been erected for his machine.

Eighteen, people were injured and two 
huge gasholders were completely wrecked 
in an ‘explosion yesterday afternoon at 
Bradford Road Gas Works, Manchester. 
The majority of the injured were sent 
home after treatment for burns and shock 


“in Ancoats Hospital. 


There were maitfy—retnarkable escapes 
from death. Ambulances, motor cars and 
motor cycles and sidecars were re- 
quisitioned to rush the victims to hospital. 
Within a few minutes of the explosion a 
strong force of firemen and engines arrived 
with three ambulances, and a body of 
police cleared the streets of people. 
Everybody in the neighbourhood, includ- 
ing shopkeepers, was ordered to leave, and 
schools were closed and the children sent 
home. 


LIKE BIG GUNS IN FRANCE. 
There were two explosions in quick suc- 


the thunder of giant guns in France. In 
the words of one eye-witness: “A light 
ran round the sky like a blaze, and flames, 
60 feet high, shot into the air.” 

Mr. Frank Taylor, of Sandham street, 
said that when the explosion occurred 
some women fainted, and others snatched 
up their children and dashed out of the 
danger zone. 


MAN BLOWN THROUGH SHOP 
DOORWAY. 

Another eye-witness said that after the 
explosion he saw a huge piece of wood 
hurled through the air. He thought that 
it was an aeroplane. Then, a moment 
afterwards, he was blown through his own 
doorway and into the shop. A bag of 
ceal, 400 vards away, was set on fire by 
the sheet of flame that swept the roadway 
after the explosion, and a pane of glass, 
ten feet square, 400 vards away, was blown 
clean out, leaving not a fragment of glass 


in the framework. . 


MAN LIFTED FROM THE GROUND. 

Mrs. Norah Hepwood, of Sandall street, 
and her fourteen months old baby. boy. 
had a remarkable escape. The mother was 
wheeling the child in the perambulator 
when struck by the force of the explosion. 
Both she and the baby were burnt about 
the face and hands, and taken to hospital. 

Mr. Jack Bamford was standing 200 
yards away from the gas works when the 
force of the expiosion lifted him eighteen 
inches from the ground. The wrecked 
gasometers, which now resemble crippled 
battleships, each held one and _ three- 
quarter million cubic feet of gas. Another 
gasometer, which stands near-by, and 18 
said to hold eight million cubic fee” of 
gas, and to be one of the biggest in the 
world, escaped. 

The cause of the accident is at present 
unknown

In connection with the statement that 
the entry into the Free State Parliament 
of Mr. de Valera and his party will mean 
the entry into the Northern Parliament of 
those members of Parliament who have 
not yet taken their seats, Mr. Cahir Healy, 
M.P., the well-known Sinn Feiner, made 
the following statement to-day to your 
correspondent ; — 

The questidn of Nationalist members 
entering the Northern Parliament is one 
for the people. Conferences were held in 
the counties of Fermanagh and Tyrone 
shortly after the 1925 elections, and it 
was then decided that” the elected repre- 
sentatives should not attend for the 
present. 

The entry of Fianna Fail into the 
Southern Parliament does not materially 


alter the position. Our chief grievance 
against the Northern Administration is 


that they deprive us of the right of the 
franchise. They have gerrymandered local 
government areas in both counties, so 
that minorities of the people can for all 
time only elect majorities of the public 
bodies. They profess to give representa- 
tion to acres and bullocks rather than to 
human beings. 

In the Free State minorities get full 
representation. In the North majorities 
are denied that right. Northern Nationalists 
consider their attitude to the Northern 
Parliament apart from anything which 
any party may do or not do elsewhere,

A “ DRY ” ENGLAND. 


The fifty-third High Movable Conference 
of the Salford Unity of the Independent 
tev of Rechabites opened at Plymouth yes- 
terday. 

The High Chief Ruler (Mr. Frank Lewis, 
of Bristol), in his inaugural address, issued 
the warning that with the changes which 
' were taking effect during post-war years 
there was a tendency to forget those salient 
truths, which had been their sheet anchor, 
and to-talk of compromise and expediency. 
They must march steadily forward, carrying 
with them those great principles which had 
been handed down from the past. The Order 
had made wonderful progress in the quarter 
of a century since the conference was last 
held in the South-West. Their adult mem- 
bershi had grown from 177,651 to 
385,797 and the juvenile membership from 
106,998 to 405,436, and during the same 
period 280,000 had been transferred juvenile 
to adult. 

Whereas in 1901 the reported capital was 
£! 227,116, the funds now amounted to 
£4,862,779. During that time they had ex- 
pended néarly £9,000,000 in benefit, and last 
year they paid over £9,000 every week. The 
‘Order could still boast over a million and a 
quarter membership. The triumph of total 
abstinence would, Mr. Lewis said, be accom- 
plished ultimately by education. 

Referring to national insurance, he con- 
tended that if they were to retain the 
Approved Society system they must fight to 
the last ounce against general pooling or 
partial pooling of surpluses.

IMAGINATION IN 


EDUCATION. 


— 
LECTURE IN DUBLIN. 


In the course of a lecture on ‘‘ Imagination 
in Literature for Children,’’ given under the 
auspices of the Guild for Rural Clubs in 
Ireland at 5 Leinster street, Dublin, last 
night, Mr. Padraic Colum emphasised the 
great importance of imagination in education. 

Contrasting the American and German 
= of teaching, he said that in-America 
‘he main point is what the pupil can do; in 
Germany, it is what does he know, what can 
he know. These are the two great educational 
Sioa, education of the will and education 

rough the intelligence. Another great 
faculty is imagination. Would it not be 
possibie, Mr. Colum asked, to have a system 
which would be an education of the will and 
the intelligence through the imagination? In 
America the chief question is what the child 
can do when he goes out into the world of 
mature interests, what he can do in business 
and in social relationships. Very little atten- 
tion is given to the world that is inside the 
child. 

We live in a world of outside interests of 
business and social relationships, and it is 
perfectly right that stress should be laid 
on these things; we must know, we must 
get on. we must adapt ourselves. For this 
‘reason the inside world is very often neglected 
in education; the inner world of imagination 
and reverie and intuition. 

I suggest to you this evening, continued 
the speaker, the importance of not putting 
any obstacle in the way of the child living 
in that world. I am sure that children do live 
in it. It is not a question of making them 
native to that world, but a question of not 
disrupting their citizenship in it. In Ireland 
there is more chance of children living in 
that world; it is a pity that we should break 
1. up for them in any way. Some will tell 
us that that is the important world, the 
only world in which we are free, in which we 
can be creative. Not everybody can actually 
create, but. those who are able to sympathise 
with a work of creation by entering into it 
— in that creation and belongs to that 
world.
